Our trench- 
es are covered and pretty 
safe. I was at Morsby for 
about six months when I 
first arrived in this part of 
the world. We landed at 
Sydney, Australia, a year 
ago last March. From there 
we went to Melbourne, and 
stayed for five weeks. That 
is really a pretty town. I 
left there the first of May, 
1942, and headed north. On 
May 14 I boarded my first 
plane at Brisbane: for Dar- 
win, which was about an 
1,800-mile ride. I stayed 
there from the middle of 
September, going from there 
to Morsby. 

I left Boston, Mass., on 
the Queen Mary a year ago, 
in May. We were 40 days 
on water. I thought I would 
never see land again. On 
the way over we stopped at 
Rio DeJanerio, South, Amer- 
ica, Cape Town, Africa, 
Freemantle, Australia, and 
round South Australia up to 
Sydney. So you see I have 
been almost completely 
around the world.

Important Facts 
To Be Remembered 
In Rationing Program 


Several important ration- 
ing facts were called to the 
attention of Alabama con- 
sumers the first of the week 
by district OPA officials. 
We suggest that you clip 
the following guide and 
keep it for ready reference: 

MATS AND FATS—Red 
stamps lettered J became 
valid for these foods May 
23. All red stamps lettered 
I, F, G, H and J expire May 
31. Stamps lettered K will 
become valid next Sunday, 
May 380, and will remain 
good through June. Other 
“June” red stamps will be- 
come valid as follows: L, 
June 6; M, June 138; N, 
June 20. 

CANNED FRUITS AND 
VEGETABLES— The Blue 
stamps G, H and J, instead 
of expiring on May 31, have 
had their validity extended 
to June 7. The next set of 
blue stamps—K, L and M— 
became valid for buying 
canned and processed foods 
on Monday, May 24, and 
thus may be used along with 
the G-H-J set through June 
7. The K, L and M stamps 
vemain good until July 7. 

CANNING SUGAR— 
Stamps No. 15 and No. 16 
in Ration Book 1 became 
valid for 5 pounds of sugar 
each, for use in home can- 
ning, beginning May 24. If 
more canning sugar than 
the 10 pounds per person 
made available through 
these stamps is required, 
housewives may apply for 
additional allotments at 
their local ration boards. 

COFFEE—Stamp No. 
valid for one pound of cof- 
fee, expires next Sunday, 
May 30. 

SUGAR— Stamp No. 12, 
valid for 5 pounds of sugar, 
expires May 31. The next 
stamp, No. 13, will be good 
for 5 pounds from June 1 
through August 15. 

SHOES— Stamp No. 17, 
good for a pair of shoes 
through June 15.

Dr. J. Howard Blue 
Former Elbian Held 
In Death Of Wife 


Bessemer, Ala., May 24. 
—Dr. J. Howard Blue, 53, 
widely - known Bessemer 
physician, Monday was 


charged with first degree 
murder after his wife, Mrs. 
Laura Blue, was found dead 
of a gunshot wound Sunday 
night at the Blue home at 
2081 Dartmouth Avenue, 
Bessemer. The warrant was 
sworn out by Coroner T. J. 
McCollum. 

Dr. Blue is 
without bond in the county 
jail here. 

Solicitor Arthur Green 
said the charge was justi- 
fied after a complete inves- 
tigation was made and ad- 
ded that the physician had 
made a statement but the 
“contents could not be di- 
vulged at the present time.” 

Mrs. Blue, 43, was in- 
stantly killed in her home 
about 9:30 p. m. Sunday. 
Coroner McCollum said Dr. 
Blue telephoned him Sun- 
day night and asked him to 
come to his home. Accom- 
panied by Solicitor Green, 
the coroner said when he 
arrived there he found Dr. 


Blue alone with the body o 


being held 


his wife, who had been 
struck in the head by a shot- 
gun charge. 

Solicitor Green said three 
empty shells were in the 
shotgun found in the Blue 
home. 

The warrant charging the 
physician with first degree 
murder, read in part: 

“T. J. MeCollum, who be- 
ing duly sworn, says that J. 
Howard Blue, 
to affiant is otherwise un- 
known, within 12 months 
before making this affidavit 
in said county, unlawfully 
and with malice  afore- 
thought, killed Laura Blue 
by shooting her with a shot- 
gun against the peace and 
dignity of the State of Ala- 
bama.” 

The warrant was sworn 
cut before F. G. Stephen- 
son, ex-officio judge of the 
Municipal Court of Besse- 
mer. Witnesses were listed 
as Mr. McCollum, R. B. 
Ragsdale, investigator for 
the solicitor’s office, and 
Clyde Morris, chief deputy 
of Bessemer. 

Solicitor Green declared 
Mrs. Blue had just returned 
to her home Sunday when 
she was shot. She still had 
her automobile keys in her 
hand when her body was 
found, he said, and she had 
entered the house from the 
rear after putting the ma- 
chine in the back. 

Alfred Ball, father of the 
slain woman, said his daugh- 
ter had been to visit him at 
a hotel in Bessemer where 
he resides just before re- 
turning to her home Sunday 
night. He said he talked 
with Mrs. Blue about thirty 
minutes and added that she 
lhad not been in the best of

Drowned In River 


Two young white men, 
Fred and Wallace Hataway, 
members of prominent farm 
families residing in the 
Bradshaw community, lost 
their lives by drowning in 
the early hours of last Fri- 
day night in Pea River just 
below the power dam of 
Alabama Water Service 
Company. 

The young men, together 
with others of the commu- 
nity, were on a fishing trip 
at the dam. A trot line 
had been put in the river 
just below the dam and the 
two Hataway boys were 
fishing this line when their 
boat tilted or capsized, 
throwing them into the deep 
water. It was stated that 
one of the boys could not 
swim and the other was 
only a fair swimmer, and it 
is supposed that the swim- 
mer was seized by the other 
and both went down to a 
watery grave. Reports say 
that another fisherman on 
the bank or rocks nearby 
tried to throw a pole to the 
struggling men but was not 
successful. 

The alarm was given im- 
mediately and a number of 
Elba people went to the 
scene to join those already 
there in trying to locate the 
bodies, which had gone 
down in about ten feet of 
water. However, it was past 
midnight when the first 
body was recovered and the 
other was not located until 
about daylight. 

Fred Hataway, aged 21, 
was the son of Monroe Hat- 
away, and besides his fa- 
ther, is survived by a bro- 
ther, Roy Hataway. Funer- 
al services were held Sun- 
day afternoon at Mt. Gilead 
Church, with Rev. Q. P.

PETER’S COUNSEL TO SCAT- 

TERED CHRISTIANS 

LESSON TEXT—I Peter 1:1; 2:11-25, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Honor all men. Love 
the brotherhood. Fear God, Honor the 
king.—I Peter 2:17, 


Persecution for Christ's sake has 
been the lot of believers from the 
first century down to 1943, Some- 
times it has been official, but more 
often unofficial, yet nonetheless se- 
vere and trying. 

The manner in which Christians 
face their difficulties is one of the 
best testimonies to the reality of 
their professed faith, Sometimes, 
however, in the midst of their trials 
the enemy of their souls brings dis- 
couragement—and then they need 
the counsel and encouragement of 
others, 

Such was the situation when Peter 
addressed his first epistle to the 
early believers who were scattered 
abroad (1:1), His counsel was just 
what they needed, and is equally 
helpful to us. They were to be 

I, Separated As Pilgrims (1:1; 
Bianicia)s 

Christians are in this world but 
not of it. They are passing through, 
wayfarers on their way to the eter- 
nal dwelling place of God, That does 
not mean that they are not inter- 
ested in the welfare of those round 
about them, or delinquent in shar- 
ing the responsibilities of life, but 
it does mean that they are to have 
the pilgrim’s detachment from the 
things of the world and the flesh. 

In the days of Peter, membership 
in the church was not considered a 
normal or respectable thing. It 
marked a person as belonging to a 
hated sect, one which was falsely 
accused of many evil deeds. For 
example, Christians met at night, 
men and women together for com- 
munion service. Because they spoke 
of this as a ‘“‘love feast,’’ they were 
accused of immorality, and because 
they spoke of the body and blood of 
Christ they were said to be eaters 
of human flesh. 

Christians must meet such ma- 
licious reports. How? By silencing 
their accusers by their good works. 


II. Submissive As Citizens (2:13. 
18). 


One of the hallmarks of Christian 
character is willing and gracious 
recognition of proper authority, 
whether it be in the state, in the 
place of employment, in the school, 
or in the home. He does this for 
the Lord’s sake (v. 13), and even 
when that authority is in the hands 
of an unreasonable man. 

This does not mean that the Chris. 
tian is to encourage or countenance 
tyranny and oppression, but that he 
{is loyal to the state and to his em- 
ployer, even though the present rep: 
resentative be a hard, unjust man. 
In all well ordered society there 
will be proper and effective means 
to correct injustice. But in and 
through it all the Christian shows his 
faith by his behavior. 

Observe that government, in the 
plan of God, is for the purpose of 
keeping order, encouraging the 
good, and punishing the evil (vv. 
13, 14). The powerful influence of 
the Christian Church should keep it 
in that right channel, or bring it 
back if it has strayed. Always loyal 
and obedient, the believer should 
use his ballot and his personal in- 
fluence to establish and support 
good government, 


Ili. Suffering As Christians (2: 
19-25). 


Christ is our “‘example” (y. 21). 
Since some have interpreted this 
word and the statement “‘that ye 
should follow in his steps’’ as in- 
dicating that we are saved by our 
imitation of Christ, it is well to 
point out that this would be quite 
impossible. _We would have to be- 
gin where He began—He was with- 
out sin (v. 22). But we have all 
“sinned and come short of the glory 
of God" (Rom. 3:23). We need a 
Saviour—not an example as far as 
redemption is concerned. 

In the ever present problem of 
suffering, we as redeemed ones da 
have Christ as our example. He 
who was sinless and without fault 
bore the shame and suffering of 
Calvary without complaint. When 
He was reviled He did not retaliate, 
when He was hurt He did not threat- 
en revenge (vv. 22, 23), but was will- 
ing to leave the ultimate judgment 
in the hands of God, who will have 
the final word. 

We ought to do the same when we 
suffer for Christ's sake. If we suf- 
fer because of our own sin or folly, 
we can claim no credit for bearing 
it patiently (v. 20). But when we 
have done well and then are per- 
secuted, we have opportunity to 
show whether our profession of be- 
ing followers of Christ really means 
anything. At this point some Chris. 
tians lose their testimony and influ- 
ence by a bitter, vengeful spirit. 

These are trying days for the 
souls of men. In many parts of the 
w Christians are forced to drink 
the bitter cup of persecution. To 
the glory of God we record the fact 
that they are doing it heroically 
and in a true Christian spirit. 


Sugar Harvest 
To Set Record 


Florida Everglades Crop to 
Yield 100,000 Tons in 
Six Months. 


CLEWISTON, FLA.—The largest 
raw sugar mill in the United States 
reached a capacity output of almost 
1,000 pounds a minute as 4,000 pick- 
ers harvested the war-rationed crop 
in the Florida Everglades. 


From the 30,000 acres of cane * 
under cultivation in the rich muck | 


soil surrounding the southern banks 
of Lake Okeechobee will come more 
than a record 100,000 tons of raw 
sugar during the next six months. 

This together with sugar produced 
in other sections of the United States 
must partly supply the needs of a 
nation whose imports have been cur- 
tailed by the war. Before Pearl Har- 
bor, the United States depended 
upon Cuba, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 
the Philippines for more than two- 
thirds of its total consumption, 

Destroyed Four Years Ago. 

Four years ago the U. S, Sugar 
corporation, which operates 12 plan- 
tations in Florida, was destroying 
acres of the new precious cane. The 
federal government, under the sug- 
ar act of 1937, had limited Florida 
production to 1 per cent of the to- 
tal amount used in the United 
States, 

Shortly before December 7 the re- 
striction was lifted by presidential 
proclamation. But it was too late. 
The producers who suddenly were 
called upon to step up production 
found that machinery and other ma- 
terials needed for the expansion 
were not available. 

Today they are attempting to re- 
place with research and efficiency 
of operation what they lack in fa- 
cilities, 

The Florida corporation maintains 
two laboratories and a staff of sci- 
entists who are constantly experi- 
menting with varieties of cane in an 
effort to get the utmost return from 
a planting. The sugar house, which 
formerly operated on two shifts a 
day, has been placed on a three- 
shift, 24-hour-a-day schedule, 


Sugar for the Soldiers, 

This forced-draft tempo of opera- 
tion has spread to the fields and 
the plantation homes of the Negroes 
who reap the cane, It is reflected 
in the made-up songs they sing as 
they swing the machette-like cane 
knives. 

“Cut it short and getit allin... 
gotta send more sugar to the soldier 
men,” is the type of chant that is 
heard above the metallic ring of the 
sharp blade against the brittle cane.

Puts Tax on Childless to 


Hike Births in Bulgaria 
BERNE.—Bachelors, widowers and 
childless couples of Bulgaria are to 
be taxed for the support of large 
families under a new state program 
to halt the decline of the birth rate. 
A Sofia dispatch said taxes of the 
fathers of three or more children 
would be cut 40 to 50 per cent and 
the mothers would be awarded 
medals, ranging from bronze for 
three to gold for seven. 

Bulgarian bachelors of 27 or older 
employed in state, communal or 
public positions, under terms of the 
law, are given 17 months from the 
effective date to get married. The 
same rule applies to managers of 
private enterprises, 

Widowers and divorcees without 
children, as well as soldiers and of- 
ficers, monks and bachelors, will be 
taxed from 5 to 20 days of their 
salaries for the fund to aid big fami- 
lies. This will be augmented by a 
1 per cent tax on financial negotia- 
tions and realty transfers, 

Childless couples will be taxed 
after six years of marriage, 


British Hail Accuracy 


Of American Bombers 
LONDON.—The admiralty was re- 
ported reliably to have sent a mes- 
sage of thanks to the U. S. army 
air force in Britain for its successful 
daylight raids on Nazi U-boat bases 
along the French coast. 

The message was delivered after 
aerial reconnaissance established a 
“remarkably high standard” of 
hombing, the Daily Mail's air cor- 
respondent, Colin Bednall, said. 

Declaring photographs of the re- 
sults had been “an eye-opener to 
many in this country,” Bednall add- 
ed that ‘‘armor-piercing bombs are 
shown to have been pinpointed with 
uncanny accuracy and damaging ef- 
fect, on the underground pens which 
the Germans boasted would give 
their U-boats immunity from air 
attack.”

WARNING TO LIVE- 
STOCK GROWERS 

Auburn, Ala. Alabama 
farmers are warned that 
limited feed supplies in the 
South now threaten the suc- 
cess of the livestock pro- 
gram which calls for large 
increases in hogs, cattle and 
poultry to meet war needs. 

, This warning comes from 

. O. Davis, extension direc- 
ay A. P. I., and I. W. Dug- 
gan, director, Southern Divi- 
sion AAA, Washington, who 
advise that farmers are get- 
ting only a small percentage 
of high prices now being 
paid for food and _ feed 
crops and that two funda- 
mentals in a sound agricul- 
tural program are soil con- 
servation and adequate, fair 
prices, 

“Alabama and the other 
Southern states cannot hope 
to import large quantities of 
livestock feed next year,” 
said Duggan. “To offset 
this, more feed must be pro- 
duced on Southern farms 
for the increased livestock 
numbers. Farmers who have 
the feed should go ahead 
and increase their livestock, 
which is so badly needed. It 
is not wise, however, to in- 
crease livestock beyond the 
number for which feed can 
be produced.” 

“All people, animals and 
fish are dependent upon the 
soil. The better the soil, 
the better are’ plants, ani- 
mals and humans,” said Di- 
rector Davis. “We ought to 
do more soil conserving dur- 
ing wartime because we are 
drawing more from the soil 
in foods and feeds.” 

Crop control is essential 
to adequate prices for farm 
products, he declared, in 
giving figures showing that 
farmers are getting only a 
small percentage of the 
high prices now being paid 
for food and feed crops. 
Irish potatoes are bringing 
farmers only 2'4 cents per 
pound, he said.
